Governor's 
veto affects 
Butters Farm 


Wilmington legislators prepare to override 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - A lot can 
happen in the span of a week. 
Though the _ legislature's 
Budget Conference Committee 
Report OK'd. $450,000 for the 
purchase and preservation of 
the historic Butters Farm, as 
reported in the Town Crier last 
week, those funds were a casu- 
alty of Governor Mitt 
Romney's weekend veto of $573 
million. 

Butters Farm will not be fac- 
ing the business end of a bull. 
dozer, however, thanks to a 
nearly unanimous vote at the 
2006 Annual Town Meeting, 
which authorized the Town to 
appropriate the $450,000 to save 
the 300+-year-old farmhouse. 
Despite the vote, Wilmington 
lawmakers, Rep. James Miceli, 
Rep. Charles Murphy, and 


Senator Bruce Tarr have been 
looking to relieve Wilmington 
taxpayers of the full financial 
burden through state reim- 
bursement. 

Miceli had inserted an 
amendment for the $450,000, 
which made through the House 
Budget. Tarr had made three 
similar amendments in the 
Senate, but the final Senate 
budget allowed for only 
$225,000. Both budgets were, 
taken up by the Conferencf 
Committee, resulting in the 
2007 ~=Budget Conference 
Committee Report, which 
included the full $450,000. 

The Governor's vetoes includ- 
ed $112 million worth of, what 
Romney categorized as, “elec- 
tion year giveaways” related to 
local projects.

Where will you be in an emergency? 
Be at the Middle School July 26th 


By STEPHEN BJORK 

WILMINGTON - The Board of 
Health is preparing to update 
its Emergency Procedure Plan 
and, no matter what your back- 
ground, you are invited to help. 

With a regional grant from 
the Department of Public 
Health, a letter is being mailed 
out within the next few days to 
every household in Wilmington. 
The letter advises residents of 
the formation of a Medical 
Reserve Corps (MRC) made up 
of citizen volunteers whose 
members would stand ready to 
assist the community in the 
event of an emergency. 

“Many communities have 
begun updating their 
Emergency Procedure Plans in 
the light of recent disasters, 
such as September 11th, 
Hurricane Katrina, Tsunamis, 
a possible Flu Pandemic and 
other incidents that could initi- 
ate a response from the govern- 
ment and citizens,” Director of 
Health, Gregory Erickson 
states in the letter. 

Wilmington's MRC is being 
formed locally in cooperation 
with the 34 communities that 
make up Massachusetts Public 


Health Region 4a. Wilmington 
volunteers are given the choice 
of restricting their MRC partic 
ipation to Wilmington, or may 
choose to assist in other Region 
4a communities as well 

“This is not just for medical 
professionals,” Erickson stress: 
es. “There are large numbers 
of crucial positions within the 
MRC that anyone can do.” 

In an emergency situation 
involving a mass immuniza- 
tion, for instance, MRC volun- 
teers would organize parking, 
would act as 'greeters' to dis- 
seminate information, and 
would handle every other role 
imaginable. 

“The MRC would even provide 


childcare services during an ~ 


emergency,” Erickson said 
“We are looking for volunteers 
from all walks of life.” 

The Upper Merrimack Valley 
MRC was recently called into 
action to deal with the cata- 
strophic floods that hit Lowell 
and surrounding communities 
this past May. MRC members 
imanned emergency centers as 
hundreds of residents were 
evacuated from their homes.

**4We began mechanically in 
September and completed our 
first successful test run the 
“firgt week of June,” said 
Hayens who added that WVO 
vehicles typically see a 35% 
‘irierease in power but a 10% 
decrease in fuel economy. 

“There are a number of kits 
aydilable, but we wanted to do 
this as inexpensively as possi- 
bfe and manufacture all parts 
in house.” 

As a result, the project’ has 
become a school-wide endeav- 
or. Four different vocational- 
technical ‘programs have par- 
ticipated including Culinary 
Arts (providing the vegetable 
of), Metal Fabrication (pro- 
ducing the WVO_ tank), 
Commercial Art and Design 


(creating the car's decals) and 
Graphic Arts (printing busi- 
ness cards to distribute to local 
businesses that produce WVO). 
The total cost of the project 
was $230. 

To date, the 1983 Mercedes 
has traveled 80 miles on four 
gallons of WVO - that includes 
an hour-and-a-half operating in 
the Diesel Shop prior to road 
testing. While Havens. esti- 
mates that to purchase a gallon 
of 'new' vegetable oil at a store 
would cost roughly $5 a gallon - 
higher (for now) than a gallon 
of gas, the Shawsheen instruc- 
tor has found a free source for 
wvo. 

A Wendy's store in Derry, 
New Hampshire, has agreed to 
provide Havens. with up to 80 
gallons of free waste oil cour- 
tesy of its  fry-o-lators. 
Typically, the fast food store 
produces 50 gallons of waste oil 
every two to two-and-a-half 
days. 

“It's cleaner for the environ- 
ment and it's cheaper,” said 
Shawsheen Tech sophomore 
‘Teddy Gannon of Billerica, who 
estimates that 13 gallons of 
WVO can be cleaned with a 
$3.65 filter putting the cost of 
the donated WVO at a measly 
28 cents a gallon. 

“It's amazing that what is a 
hazardous waste at restaurants 
can be used in a positive way,” 
added classmate — Brian 
McCarthy of Burlington.

Farm was threatened by new 


development in early 2005 when 
local developer Joseph Langone 
entered into an agreement to 
purchase the five-acre proper- 
ty. Langone, who realized the 
full historic value of the dilapi- 
dated farmhouse only after 
agreeing to purchase the land, 
met with members of 
Wilmington's Historical 
Commission and with Town 
officials to develop strategies 
for saving the structure. 

About Butters Farm: 

The Butters Farmhouse was 
built in 1682 and is the oldest 
unchanged — dwelling in 
Wilmington. 

William Butter of Scotland 
came over to the New World 
sometime between 1630 and 
1692, but not necessarily by 
choice. As a prisoner of the 
infamous Oliver Cromwell, 
William was sold into the New 
World as an indentured ser- 
vant. Once his debt was paid 
off, he settled in Wilmington. 

William Butter II (later 
known as Butters) utilized the 
property to raise oxen and built 
the Butters Farm in 1682. He 
sired ten children who subse-

Mendonca of Chelmsford as a 
mentor on the _ project. 
Mendonca owns several WVO 
vehicles and has become an 
expert in the field. In addition 
to conducting a seminar for the 
students, Mendonca was a con- 
stant resource for the students 
and staff. 

Both Jimmy Murrin of 
Bedford and Michael Prekop of 
Tewksbury expected the con- 
version to be overwhelming, 
but the Shawsheen Tech stu- 
dents ended up amazed that it 
was something they could actu- 
ally complete. 

“Surprisingly, it was easy to 
convert using basic items,” said 
Prekop. “When I first heard of 
the assignment, I thought that 
this was too much for us as 
sophomores to handle, but we 
did it!” 

The success of the Shawsheen 
Tech project has caught the 
attention of the community. 
Kelley Construction of Billerica 
is in the process of converting 
at least two pieces of diesel 
equipment to an alternative- 
fuel system. 

“With the volatility of fuel 
prices, WVO might become 
more and more mainstream,” 
said Havens, “and as demand 
rises for more alternative pow- 
ered vehicles, Shawsheen 
Tech's Diesel Mechanic stu- 
dents will be ready with the 
necessary skills and knowledge 
to meet that demand.” 


quently built their own homes 
throughout the immediate area, 
which soon became known as 
“Butters' Row.” 

William Butters II was elected 
one of Wilmington's . first 
Selectmen in 1731. 

John Butters, grandson to 
William Il, was one of 14 mem- 
bers of the Butters family to 
fight in the Revolutionary War. 
Descendants. of the first 
William Butters, as a matter of 
fact, have served bravely in 
most of the major wars fought 
by the United States. 

James Butters, also a grand- 
son of William II lived in the 
Butters Farm. He served as 
one of Wilmington's Minutemen 
during the Revolutionary War 
and attained some measure of 
fame by being noted in 
“Ripley's Believe it or Not” for 
trading a team of oxen for a 
wife. 

Direct descendants of William 
Butters II still reside in 
Wilmington, but the Butters’ 
Farm was sold outside of the 
family during the early 1960's.

Tewksbury 
Tragedy 
on 
Brown St.

TEWKSBURY - A warm, 
sunny summer afternoon 
turned tragic for a female 
motorcyclist as she made her 
way through the back roads of 
Tewksbury. 

A fatal motorcycle crash 
claimed the life of a 
Chelmsford woman on Sunday 
after she slammed into a tree 
off Brown Street. Forty-seven 
year old Diane Hennigan 
appears to have lost control of 
the motorcycle she was operat- 
ing during the late afternoon 
hours, just before 6:00 p.m. 

Hennigan was taken by 
ambulance to Saints Memorial 
Medical Center in Lowell while 
emergency crews - worked to 
save her. A MedFlight heli- 
copter was dispatched, but did 
not transport Hennigan to 
Boston. She was pronounced 
dead at the hospital. 

The accident is under investi- 
gation, with the State Police 
Reconstructive Team trying to 
determine the circumstances 
surrounding the single vehicle 
accident. 

“We certainly suspect speed 
(to be a factor),” said Deputy 
Police Chief Timothy Sheehan. 

According to Sheehan, wit- 
nesses said Hennigan passed 
three vehicles before crossing 
the solid yellow line while trav- 
eling west on Brown Street. 

One witness, the operator of 
one of the vehicles Hennigan 
passed, estimated _ that 
Hennigan was __ traveling 
approximately 45-50 miles per 
hour when she passed her. 

“I don't think the road condi- 
tions were a factor in this par- 
ticular accident,” said 
Sheehan. Brown Street has a 
curve in the road where many 
vehicles and motorcycles often 
speed through. 

Sheehan said he is not aware 
of other fatalities that have 
occurred on Brown Street. 

A portion of the street was 
closed temporarily as police 
investigated the accident 
scene.

Chainsaw accident in Tewksbury 


Tree worker MedFlighted to hospital 


Johnson, 36, of Shapleigh, Maine, 
nearly severed his hand while 
pruning trees with a chainsaw on 
Friday. He was rushed to 
Massachusetts General Hospital 
via Boston MedFlight helicopter. 
The call came into the fire 
department at 12:17 p.m., accord- 
ing to Fire Chief Richard Mackey. 
Engine Two responded to the 
scene where a male patient was 
holding his left hand.. Mr. 
Johnson's injury was wrapped in 
bandages before he was trans- 
ported to a landing zone at the 
State Hospital in town, one of five 


established landing zones in 
‘Tewksbury. 


MedFlight was notified quickly 
as it was a “pretty bad injury,” 
stated Chief Mackey. 

“His hand was cut nearly to the 
bone,” said Mackey 

According to MedFlight 
spokesperson Suzanne Wedel, it 
typically takes MedFlight 4 to 5 
minutes to get into the air once 
they receive a call. MedFlight 
typically transports 3,000 patients 
a year and has made 4 trips to 
‘Tewksbury over the last year. 

Mr. Johnson is an employee of 
Urban Tree Service, a 16-year-old 
grounds keeping and tree health 
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company out of Rochester, NH. 
Johnson incurred his injury while 
raised 30 feet in a basket pruning 
trees at a private home at 33 
Nichols Street, according to 
Mackey. 
His condition was not available. 
An unidentified employee of 
Urban Tree Services stated, “We 
have absolutely no comment.” 
Jeff Erskine, Area Director for 
the federal Occupational Safety 
and Health Administration, indi- 
cated that OSHA visited the scene 
and stated that’ an investigation 
“is ongoing at this time.” 
Tewksbury police are also con- 
ducting an investigation.

for handlers and/or their dogs 
based on obedience, agility, and 
teamwork. In Kimo's case, he's 
certified for Patrol and 
Narcotics. In the most recent 
competitions Kimo worked for 
his PD1, or Police Dog One, 
certification. On June 10th and 
lth, at-a meet in Portsmouth, 
New Hampshire, Kimo compet- 
ed against 40 dogs from all over, 
including New York City, the 
New Hampshire State Police, 
and many cities and towns 
throughout New Hampshire 
and Massachusetts. Undaunted 
by the impressive competition 
Kimo earned second place in 
the Open Class Suspect Search. 

In a meet on June 24th Kimo 
earned first place in Obedience, 
3rd in Agility, 3rd in Article 
Search (a simulated evidence 
recovery search) and 2nd in 
overall score. In the Team com- 
petition Kimo and officer 
Palmer earned 1st place. 

But it's not all about certifica- 
tions and competition. Kimo 
and Officer Palmer train with 
the Boston Police Department 
and trainer Troy Casey, work 
regular shifts out of 
Wilmington, and often cooper- 
ate with other municipalities 
vien police departments need 


“ai K9 units work different 
shifts,” explained Palmer, so 
teams cover for each other 
when units are off. “Sometimes 
we go several weeks without 
anything and then three or four 
things in a row. Its feast or 
famine.” 

Loaned out by request to 
Tewksbury, , Woburn, 
and Stoneham, to name a few, 
Kimo quickly made a name for 
himself. 


In Stoneham Kimo tracked a 
burglary suspect to a pile of 
debris behind a shed. 

One night this past winter, 
Wilmington's entire shift was 
dispatched to a breaking and 
entering in progress at a com- 
mercial property on 
Ballardvale Street. A security 
guard had observed a suspect 
breaking into tractor trailers 
and then subsequently into a 
building undergoing construc- 
tion. 

Police arrived on the scene, 

the suspect from 


apprehended 
the back of the building, and 


sent Kimo in for evidence 
recovery. He promptly returned 
with one of the suspect's gloves 
used in committing the crime. 

“(Kimo) disappeared for a 
moment while I was talking 
with another officer,” said 
Palmer. “He went behind the 
dumpsters and got the other 
glove.” 

“Our trainer always says 
‘trust the dog, trust the dog.’ 
There is no man or machine 
that can do what a tracking dog 
can do,” Palmer said. 

Trusting the dog is key for all 
handlers, understanding the 
capabilities enough to know 
that oftentimes the dog knows 
better than the people do. When 
a child went missing in 
Tewksbury, family and neigh- 
bors insisted that the youngster 
had left the neighborhood. 
Kimo tracked the child's scent 
down the street then turned 
around and tracked back along, 
over a fence, and right to the 
shed standing behind the fami- 
ly's house. 

“I asked the family if they had 
checked the shed,” Palmer 
said. 

Though insisting that the 
child must have left the area, 
the family opened the shed and 
found their son. 

Trust the dog, indeed. 

Occasionally Kimo searches 
for narcotics in schools. 

“He's searched in Tewksbury, 
Dracut, Chelmsford, Malden, 
and South Boston,” said 
Palmer. 

Typically trainer Casey sends 
out an email to all the units that 
train with him soliciting units 
for a particular school that is 
planning a search. Some 
schools search lockers or park- 
ing lots or both. In Chelmsford 
Kimo found marijuana in a 
vehicle. 

“When one dog finds some- 
thing you see if a second dog 
reacts the same way,” Palmer 
explains. The second dog con- 
firms the suspicion, which 
authorizes a vehicle’ search. 

Dogs don't just search cars. 

“On a warrant search with the 
drug task force, Kimo found a 
hidden wall-safe with cocaine, 
heroin and a gun in Woburn.” 

“It's unreal. It's hard to 
describe,” Palmer commented, 
referring to how well police 
dogs perform their jobs and 


poe Kimo lives with 
Palmer, he is not treated as a 
pet. Born in the Czech 
Republic, Kimo is part of a 
legacy of German Shepherd 
Dogs bred specifically for 
police work. “Most dogs in the 
United States are bred more for 
looks,” Officer Palmer 
explained. Dogs from Europe; 
when purchased by police 
departments and law enforce- 
ment agencies at 14 months to2 
years old, have all the qualities 
needed in a police dog. 

Kimo spends 40 hours a week 
in the car with Palmer. When 
not working he's in his kennel 
at Palmer's home in Methuen 
or taking a walk with Palmer's 
pet, a Labrador retriever. When 
Kimo sees Palmer's uniform 
though, he runs for the cruiser. 
He really knows his work. 

“He has to be treated as a pro- 
fessional.” 

Officer Palmer became 
involved as the K9 officer obly 
two years ago when Chief 
Spencer brought back the pro: 
gram, which had been cai: 
celled in the mid-eighties. 

“My father, Jay Palmer, was 
the first K9 handler in 
Wilmington in 1960,” Palmer 
said. 

Back then, K9 units were just 
beginning police work and 
Officer Jay Palmer and his dog, 
Zip, made lots of finds and sus- 
pect apprehensions. While he 
only had his dog for two years 
before being promoted, Officer 
Jay Palmer's experience had a 
profound effect on his son, 

“It's just really, really reward- 
ing,” said Palmer, explaining 
why he does this work. “I can't 
think of anything else I'd rather 
do in law enforcement.” 

Palmer points to the’ support 
he and Kimo receive from col- 
leagues as the reason for 
Kimo's success. 

“Guys go out’ of their way to 
help me, offer to help me,” 
Palmer said. “One will go out 
in the woods to hide or assist in 
training. They all love Kimo, 
all know what he's capable of.” 

Palmer is aware of other 
towns that don't enjoy the same 
level of support for their K9 
units. Clearly in Wilmington the 
spirit of cooperation pays off.

The golfing career of 
Wilmington’s Keith Peabody 
has truly been a remarkable 
progression in recent years. 
The 39-year-old has gone from 
being a talented but raw golfer 
into a championship force on 
the national level. 

Peabody's most recent 
accomplishment may have 
been his most impressive to 
date, as he took the gold medal 
in the Special Olympics Level 
5, Division 2 in Ames, Iowa 
last week. 

It was the second year in a 
row that Peabody has won 
gold, but this year’s win was 
even more special as he was 
facing the best of the best in 
the United States, while last 
year’s event was an invitation- 
al. 

Peabody has been golfing for 
many years, primarily at the 
Billerica Country Club under 
the tutelage of club pro Barrie 
Bruce, and has’ won numerous 
tournaments including last 
year’s Massachusetts Special 
Olympics Tournament, but 
this win is one that will stand 
out among the rest. 

“This was the best win I have 
had,” Peabody said. “I played 
even better than last year.” 

It was the third and final day 
of competition when Peabody 
was at his best, posting a 
clutch performance for the 
ages. 

Entering the final round of 
play in Division 2 he trailed 
the leader, 21-year-old David 
Steffan on Nebraska by 12 
strokes, but a ‘combination of 
Steffan _ struggling and 
Peabody playing a great round 
of 96 earned him the victory 
and the gold medal. ~ 

“I picked a good time to play 
some of my best golf,” 
Peabody said. “I was on my 
game. I played much better 
than I did the first two days.” 

Pulling off the victory may 
have surprised Peabody's 
opponents as well as fans, but 
the man himself was not exact- 
ly stunned by his performance. 


“T felt like I had a chance to 
win,” Peabody said. “It was a 
good feeling and a good expe- 
rience. I felt like I played real- 
ly well.” 

Peabody had plenty of sup- 
port in his quest for gold, and 
there has been nobody more 
supportive than his mother 
Marge, who along with provid- 
ing moral support also 
coached Keith as well as the 
four other golfers who made 
the trip to Iowa. 

For Marge, it was great as a 
coach to see Keith do so well, 
but as a mother it was even 
more thrilling just to see her 
son on the course doing some- 
thing he loves. 

“It is so special to see him 
play,” Marge said. “I love the 
game myself and that’s how he 
got into it, but of course now 
he’s ten times better than me. 
For Keith itis passion and it 
really enhances his quality of 
life.” 

Among the other supporters 
for Peabody are his co-workers 
at Market Basket in 
Wilmington where he has 
worked for several years. 

“We went to Market Basket 
when we got back and Keith 
was walking down one of the 
aisles and people were cheer- 
ing for him,” Marge said. 
“They have been wonderful to 
him, and they are so happy for 
him.” 

Along with the obvious joy of 
winning the gold medal, the 
whole experience of being at 
the Games was also a great 
experience for Peabody. 

“It was a great time. I had a 
blast,” Peabody said. “I got to 
see a lot of the other events 
and a lot of entertainment. 
They did a nice job.” 

Up next for Peabody is the 
Massachusetts Special 
Olympics Tournament from 
August 11-13. Peabody is the 
defending champion in the 
event and will be looking to 
continue his strong play with

SkyWARN weather spotters 


By DOUG WOOD-BOYLE 


Despite all of his Doppler 
radar systems, computer mod- 
els, and other high technology 


aspects of forecasting the 
weather, National Weather 
Service Senior Forecaster 


William Babcock and his col- 
leagues still like to have several 
pairs of trained human eyes 
looking out the window to see 
what the weather is really 
doing. 

The more information we 
get, tells us how effective our 
radar information is,” Babcock 
said, “and it tells what the 
weather radar is not seeing.” 

The last part of the state- 
ment can be very important in 
this part of the country. 
According to Babcock, we are 
as likely as the mid-western 
states to get violent thunder- 
storms, which could generate 
tornados, but the high hills and 
tall buildings could disguise the 
readings on the machines until 
it is too late. 

“A storm could be producing 
small hail instead of damaging 
hail,” according to Babcock. 

He explained, “We do not 
compare with the plains of 


Oklahoma or Kansas where the 
storms can be fascinating. The 
thunderstorms we see here 
seem to be more discreet; flash, 
crash and set up for the next 
series.” 

Babcock added that in 
August,*2000 one of the strong 
long lasting storms from the 
mid-west did track all the way 
to Southern New England. It 
was necessary at the time for 
the National Weather Service to 
put out tornado warnings. 

According to Babcock, tor- 
nados are formed from thunder- 
storms and as the storm moves 
along its track it drags the tor- 
nado with it. Tornados, which 
occur in Massachusetts, usually 
on a line from the Connecticut 
River Valley in southwestern 
Massachusetts to Essex County 
in the northeast, have been 
responsible for about 70 deaths 
per-year, nationally. 

He added that thunder- 
storms can also produce other 
hazards such as flash flooding 
from heavy rain, which can'be 
responsible for the deaths of an 
average 135 people nationally 
per-year; and lightening, which 
is responsible for the deaths of 
80 to 90 people nationally per-

“One of our goals is to bring 
the numbers (of deaths) down 
through the use of timely warn- 
ings,” Babcock said 

Thus, the SKYWARN system 
was initiated. Babcock said that 
it has been around since the 
1970's when it was initiated dur- 
ing a major outbreak of torna- 
dos which killed over 380 people 
throughout the mid-west. 

“One of the most famous was 
Xenia, Ohio,” Babcock said. 
“The whole day was called the 
"Day of the Killer Tornados.’ 
There were 148 tornados cover- 
ing 15 states, 

“In the aftermath, it was 
determined that relying strictly 
on radar did not do everything 
We did our best job when we 
combined reports from people 
in the field who knew what to 
look for.” 

Just this week during the 
severe thunderstorms tunnel 
clouds were spotted in the area 
of Topsfield by SkyWARN. 

Under the program, Weather 
Service forecasters work close- 
ly with amateur radio operators 
and other trained spotters. Now 
the spotters are located across 
the country. 

The modern effort at train- 
ing the volunteer spotter force 
started around 1993 or 1994. 
Currently there are about 450 
spotters in southern New 
England. 

Recently a class was held in 
Wilmington. Another class has 
been scheduled for Wednesday, 
July 26 at 6:30 p.m. in Bedford, 
New Hampshire. For more 
information call Babcock at 
(508) 823-1900 or go online to 
www.weather.gov/boston.

He added, “Anytime in the 
winter, when you see snowfall 
amounts they are from spotters 
we have trained. They are also 
used by the electronic media 
and some newspapers.” 

According to Babcock, 
“SKYWARN is not just about 
thunderstorms, it is also about 
winter or any kind of weather 
that can produce hazards.” 

No special equipment is 
needed. Snowfall measure- 
ments and the size of hail can

Babcock said, “The winter 
storms we get can provide dif- 
ferent forms of hazards, such as 
heavy snow, icing and coastal 


the course are issued an identi- 
fication card with a spotter 
number on it and it can also be 
used to measure the size of hail 
stones. 

The cards also contain a list 
of key criteria the weather ser- 
vice wants to hear about if the 
spotter observes certain condi- 
tions. Registration is not 
required and the classes are 
free of charge. 

“We ask that the spotters be 
16 years-old and _ older,” 
Babcock said. “People are wel- 
come to come to the class and 
observe. They are not required 
to register as a spotter.” 

According to Babcock, “The 
program's success is measured 
by how well we can do our job. 
Last year we were able to warn 
for about 80 percent of all the 
thunderstorms that occurred 

“We had warnings out an 
average of 17 minutes before an 
event occurred. Those numbers 
are an improvement.” 

He added, “The (spotter)

Schools step up 
in Lynnfield 


“Given the responsibility 
of finding ways to bolster 
recycling in Lynnfield, the 
town’s Recycling Committee 
is working to increase aware- 
ness of the needs and bene- 
fits of recycling,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“Beyond the obvious envi- 
ronmental benefits, each ton 
of paper recycled saves 
Lynnfield taxpayers money. 

“Lynnfield’s cost for tip- 
ping (disposal) fees for trash 
is $61 per ton, but the town is 
paid $25 per ton of paper that 
is recycled. Consequently, 
each ton of paper put in the 
trash costs taxpayers $86, 
and most residents are 
throwing away money at a 


time when the town needs it 
more than ever, says the 
Recycling Committee. 

“The average household 
trash bag has approximately 
35% paper, according to the 
EPA's most current figures. 
And the American Forest & 
Paper Association estimates 
that current recycling efforts 
capture only half of the total 
paper available in the waste 
stream. In 2001, Lynnfield’s 
recycling rate was 21%. In 
2003, it decreased to 19%. 

“The Committee's first ini- 
tiative, a paper-recycling 
program, is now underway at 
the four schools. The success 
of the school program results 
from the collaboration of 
many committed individuals. 
With the enthusiastic support 
of the schools’ principals and 
a few advocates, the pro- 
gram has been embraced by 
teachers and students. Each 
school developed a system to 
both optimize participation 
and minimize interruption of 
the school day.
